THE MILLENNIUM

_ Aecording to our calender, al- 
most six thousand years have 
elapsed since the remarkable 
episode of the creation of Adam 
and Eve, and the placing of them 
in the beautiful Garden of Eden 
to dress and keep it. 

We remember how they were 
east out of the garden because 
they transgressed the law of 
yod. and ate the forbidden fruit. 
Although people from every age, 
and even we of today have 
longed: to view the splendor 
and magnificence of Eden, and 
to be restored to all we lost in 
our forefather, Adam.

However, 2s anxious as we are 
for the Millennium to come, 
most of us have thought very 
little of the great things which 
are to take place throughout the 
seven years of tribulation. 
Nevertheless we will not con- 
sider them now.

His eyes 
were as a flame of fire, and on 
his head were many crowns; and 
he had a name written, that no 
man knew but he, himself. And

And 
the armies which were in heaven 
followed him upon white horses, 
clothed:in’ fine linen, white and 
ciean. And out of his mouth 
goeth a sharp sword, that with 
it he should smite the nations;

The ten elders and the su- 
preme judges refuses to counte- 
nance or regard such schemes or 
actions in any wise legal but 
wholly unauthorized and not 
in harmony with the accepted 
rules of government or discipline 
of the Church of God, therefore, 
the work proceeds without hesi- 
tation or regard for sudh illegal 
actions. 


The three referred to above 
have been under charges, filed by 
A. Gann, E. Haynes, and T. S. 
Payne since June 21, 1923. And 
at that time each of them was 
restrained from further official 
acts or ministerial activities un- 
til the final termination of the 
litigation, therefore, it is con- 
cluded and so decided that they 
have no legal right to act in the 
manner that they undertake.

We, the undersign«: Pastor and 
geacons, assembled ': business con- 
ference make the f ilowing statement: 

Our attention was called to a certain 
eireular letter addressed to Brother 
Richard and signed by A. J. Lawson 
under date of July 17, 1923. We hav- 
ing been requested to investigate the 
matter therein referred to, we here- 
with state the result of our investiga- 
tion. 

We find that the letter is misleading 
and does not express the facts as they 
really exist. Brother Lawson admit- 
ting that a number of expressions were 
not correct, but a result of some wrong 
information that he had obtained. He 
admits, however, giving this letter to 
Brother Tomlinson for publication.

We are of the opinion that the circu- 
lation of this letter is designed only to 
mislead the public and cloud the facts, 
and for the purpose of reflecting on 
certain ministers who have been en- 
gaged in the recent investigation of 
matters of vital importance to the wel- 
fare of the church.

They didn’t 
have the custom of letting one man 
have all the money in his own name, 
for when Paul and Titus put en-a-great 
campaign to get up money for the poor 
saints, the churches didn’t risk the 
General Overseer with the full amount, 
nether did they risk his judgment 
















cause they didn’t please him, but he 
did say the church at Corinth was 
“puffed up,’ because they had not 
called a conference and dealt with a 
certain man. 1 Cor. 5. Of course the 
Overseer should instruct and advise, 
but he is not the “whole cheese,” but 
the custom was, the church attended 
to the matter of turning out and tak- 
ing members back into the church. 


The churches of God had no such 
custom of putting a man in office and 
not being able to get him out, makes 
no difference whet he has done, but 
Paul said, “Them that sin rebuke be 
fore all that others also may fear.” 
“Observe these things without prefer- 
ring one before another, doing nothing 
by partiality.” Shall we deal with 
that poor old ignorant devil ridden 
fellow of 1 Corinthians 5 and deliver 
him to Satan for the destruction of the 
flesh, and pat that anointed preacher 
(Hymenzus) on the head? 2 Tim. 
2:17. 1 Tim. 1:20. And say, “Broth- 
er Hymenzeus as you are God's anointed 
we will pass over you.”

The Bible, the Book that guides us 
adl through life, is our sun by day 
and our moon by night. How we 
should cherish it; how we, a people 
who founded and inhabited a country 
to have the freedom of interpreting 
it as we wished, ought to love it, 
study it, and abide by its teachings. 

In 1620 a band of people who loved 
God and God’s word landed, and 
founded upon the very principle of 
the one and only Book, the Bible, the 
great nation known as the United 
tates. 

Our forefathers realized the neces- 
sity of the knowledge of this guide, 
and therefore studied it. How they 
enjoyed it, loved its sympathy, its 
companionship and its guidance! 

The Bible is the rock upon which 
we must build-our education. No 
man is educated until he knows and 
studies the Bible. A mother never 
begins to teach her child Shake- 
speare’s or Bunyan’s works when it 
is yet quite young; she teaches it 
the Bible. How little children listen 
and become exalted over the stories 
af “David and Goliath,” “Daniel in 
the lion’s den;” yet they hear them 
over and over again. Not only young 
people and children enjoy these 
stories, but old people who have 
fought life’s battles and are now be- 
ginning to view the glory land and 
listen with added interest as these 
stories are being retold. 

The Bible never grows old. It is 
always interesting. It presents some- 
thing new, no matter how often we 
read it. How strongly William 
Fischer must have felt this when he 
wrote, “And when in scenes of glory 
I sing the new, new song, ’twill be 
the old, old story that I have loved 
so long.” 

Indisputably the Bible is the 
world’s spiritual guide. Someone has 
said, “No man is uneducated who 
knows the Bible, and no man really 
is educated who does not.” Indeed, 
the Bible may be called the key to 





modern culture. Much of the world’s 


literature has been inspired by its’ 


teachings. Browning’s “Saul,” Van 
Dyke’s “Other Wise Man,” Lanier’s 
“The Ballad of the Trees” are based 
on the Bible. Biblical allusions in 
Shakespeare are numerous; “The 
Merchant of Venice” alone contains 
more than 200. As Scott lay on his 
dying bed he called to his daughter 
and said, “Bring me the book.” Her 
father had written many volumes, 
and she asked, “What book?” . His 
answer was, “There is only one Book, 
the Bible.” 


In the Bible itself we find almost 
every type of literature. We find 
poetry in the Psalms; biography in 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John; his- 
tory in Genesis and the Acts; law 
in The Numbers; drama in Job, and 
Romance in Ruth, and the story of 
Sanison. ; 


Many of our most precious old 
hymns are Psalms put to music 
Under its influence Beethoven gave 
us the “Holy Night.” It forms the 
theme of Handel’s “Messiah,” and 
many of our modern hymns are in- 
spired by its teachings. 


We cannot appreciate some of the 
world’s masterpieces in painting and 
squlpture without a knowledge of the 
Bible. Raphael paid tribute in “The 
Transfiguration” and “The Sistine 
Madonna,” Murrillo in “The Magda- 
len” and Sargent in “The Frieze of 
the Prophets.” 

The Biblé is the foundation of 
Christianity, of the laws of your 
country and mine. It is the founda- 
tion of all things that are worth 
while. Then let us love it, study it, 
protect it, and even fight for it if 
necessary. 


A thorough study of the Bible 
would purge our theaters; the roles 
would be from a Christian view. Our 
Sundays would no longer be a 
market day and a day of pleasures 
and sports, but would be hallowed as 
God first hallowed it. Our forefa- 
thers hallowed the Lords day; why 
can’t we? 


Let us so fill our lives with its 
marvelous teachings that our com- 


munity, for that matter, is safe 
unless its people obey the teach- 
ing of the Bible. Greece failed 
to obey its teachings and fell; 


Rome fell; Russia fell; Germany fell; 
and America must’ cherish and 
obey the Bible, or she,:too, will 
fall. Let us» not only study, 
but take it to others. The Bi- 
ble gives us our only hope of 
salvation. Someone has said of the 
Bible: 

“It is the young man’s best com-

y hand, July 25th, 1923 is now before us for consideration and 
Teply. 
». In your letter you say that you held a council meeting. This, 
We are sure, was not a council meeting of the Elders of the 
Church of God for various reasons. (1) It was agreed and 
$0 decided soon after this council was brought into existence 
that it would take not less than nine to constitute a quorum and 
we could not proceed with any business with less than that num- 
ber. In this so called council you only had two of this number 
present. (2) Because you and the two associated with you 
; whose signatures appear on your letter were under impeachment 
charges and were restrained from any official action or minis- 
| terial activities until the final settlement of the complaints filed. 
This order was made both by the Elders Council while in regular 
session, also the Supreme Judges—Court of Justice while in 
regular session. In view of these facts you had no right to hold 
a council and nothing you would or undertake to do could be 
considered or construed as in any wise legal. 

In your letter you say that you held the council open until 
the eleventh hour waiting our attendance. Let us remind you 
that in your invitation sent out you stated that the time and 
place would be arranged or announced after our arrival in the 
city. A number of the Elders were present at the Church of God 
Publishing House, the business headquarters of the Church of 
Cod, on that date and you never offered or attempted to notify 
any of them of the time and place of your so-called council as 
proposed in your letter to them, but you proceeded to hold a pri- 
vate council in some place unknown to us, without our knowledge 
or consent and then declared because we were not present that 
our positions were vacant. This whole proceedings we regard as 
though it was never done or even any attempt to such action. 
We would further call your attention to the fact that by applying 
the same rule that you attempt to apply that Geo. T. Brouayer, 
and S. O. Gillaspie were not elders. Not only from the above 
consideration but that they did on the 20th and 21st days of 
June, 1923 willfully and purposely and contemptuously absent 
themselves from the Elders Council without permission or notice 
of their intention of being absent. Then according to your meth- 
ods even from this consideration, they were not elders and 
authorized to take such action as you and them try io put over. 

In your letter you say, “As you have failed to join in the 
declaration of faith in the government of God.” These Elders 
are at a loss to know about your new declaration of faith in the 
government of God es it has always been our faith = since 
becoming a member of the Church of God many years ago. 
Some of these elders have earnestly requested you to furnish 
them a copy of this document or new declaration of faith and 
petition, etc., and you have treated their earnest request with 
silent contempt, therefore, they have had no opportunity either 
to'sign or not sign, to approve or disapprove. We have heard of a 
new declaration of faith that you have had in circulation purport- 
ing to establish the new faith that vou are the divinely appointed 
head of the Church of God and that without they sub- 
scribe to this new declaration of faith by their signature to cer- | 
tain petitions prepared by you and those associated with you that 
they were not in the Church of God. We have also been in- 
formed that your new declaration of faith denounces and disap- 
proves all of the actions, minutes and records of the General 
Assemblies of 1921 and 1922. Ifthis is what you refer to we will 
say that this is a new and different faith to any ever agreed or 
established by the Church of God. We would further call your 
attention to the fact that to deny and denounce the faith of the 
Church of God for these two years virtually is a denial of the 
whole thing and construed as a departure therefrom. The faith 
as outlined.in the minutes of the Assemblies of 1921 and 1922 
is identical with those of previous years.

It is surprising to note your attack on organization since 
you have in the past so strongly advocated good organization, 
system, and order, but this seems to be another one of your 
radical changes. 

In your letter you say, “We failed to join in the declaration 
of faith.” We conclude that the failure that you refer to was our 
failure to sign your petition. This we admit we have never done, 
neither is it our intention to do so but for and on behalf of the 
Church of God as represented by the various loca! churches and 
their General Assembly which convenes annually in the city of 
Cleveland, Tennessee, do claim and retain for and on the behalf! 
of all the members throughout the country who did not sign your 
petition, also those who have been misled and unduly influenced 
through alleged misrepresentation and other unfair means. Oth- 
ers who prove disloyal will be dealt with in the manner already 
prescribed in the minutes of the various assemblies and accepted 
by the local churches. We have already received numerous 
earnest appeals to aid them in getting their names erased from 
your petition. 

These Elders firmly believe and reaffirm their faith in a 
theocratic -government, together with all the New Testament 
teachings, but we do oppose an autocratic rule or government. 
We most gladly accept the New Testament for government and 
discipline as practiced by the Church of God from its earliest 
history. These ten elders have always been true and loyal to 
the government of the Church of God and remain so. We fur- 
ther maintain and so declare that we have never departed from 
none of its accepted rules and government or teaching and are 
still willing to abide by any decision that the Church of God in its 
regular annual session may see fit to make. 

Your secret meeting and everything that you undertake to 
do is regarded by us as wholly illegal, ineffective, and is regarded 
as a secret conspiracy to embarrass the Elders and investigat- 
ing committee in the discharge of their duties in bringing you 
to a fair, square and honest business like settlement with your 
affairs with the Church, therefore, the whole proceeding is re- 
pudiated by us and each of us will continue our official duties 
and retain our official positions as though such a meeting had 
never been held. 

In your letter you mention S. O. Gillaspie and Geo. T. Brou- 
ayer as loyal Elders in spite of the fact that they at that time 
were under charges. Each of you sign your letter as Officials 
of the Church when you have been restrained from further offici- 
al acts by the Elders Council, also the supreme judges. This 
communication we regard as from only private individuals and 
not Official. We consider your document as a scheme to play with 
the ignorance of the uninformed as to the existing facts. 

We will call your attention to the fact that even before you 
were restrained bv the authorities above referred to that you 
voluntarily surrendered your position as chairman or moderator 
and submitted your case into the hands of the Elders who pro- 
ceeded to make their conclusions and decisions in the matter. 
By your own acts, you are hound by these decisions, therefore, 
we regard you and each of you as inactive and anything that 
you may do or attempt to do is illegal, unauthorized, and without 
effect until you clear yourself of the charges and complaints 
filed, and meet the demands of the Church. his, we have most 
earnestly thoped that you would do.
